Mr. Petsch was in yesterday and told me that the 
five Zloty coins are now to be e900 fine. He wanted to know if 
we would have any objection to beginning the coinage of five 
Zloty pieces as soon as the shipment of 6,000,000 two Zloty 
pieces was completed. I told him that there would be no ob- 
jection on our part. I gathered from him, however, that he 
expected the coinage of five Zloty pieces would be begun not 
later than August and that 5,000,000 of them would be completed 
before any more two Zloty pieces were made. I wondered if this 
program agreed with your views, and would appreciate hearing 
from you about it as we will have to look forward to shaping 
our plans accordingly. 


Merely as a matter of record I give below a tabulation 
based on Mr. Petsch's figures covering the two contracts:

Enclosed is copy of letter received from the Baltic 
America Line in connection with the recent shipment of 33 kegs 
of Polish coins. We are at a loss to know just how to handle 
this situation as obviously we have nothing to do with the 
packing, shipping and sealing of these kegs. We understand 
that the bottom seals are almost invariably broken as these were, 
but we do not exactly like to give such a broad guaranty as this 
situation apparently calls for. We understand that the insur- 
ance fully protects the Polish Government and ourselves against 
any loss of coins, but that is really beside the point. 


We would appreciate word from you about how to handle this 
present situation, and would like to know whether or not some more 
satisfactory method of sealing the bottoms of the kegs can be 
devised before the next shipment moves. It is possible that after 
this shipment is received on the other side and the steamship 
company finds that their fears are groundless, they will not 
raise this issue again, but I have not yet been able to get them 
to so agree.

All the seals on the top of the kegs appears to be intact 
and in order but the seals on the bottom, the majority of which were 
placed on protruding nails, were broken and Some seals had not even 
been placed on the nails but elsewhere on the bottom. 


We also desire to point. out that on some few kegs there 
were no nails visible on the bottom but the seals had been placed at 
the edge and did not appear to offer any protection or to be able to 
serve their intended purpose which we understand is meant to be that 
of giving the first indication whether or not the kegs have been 
tampered with during transportation. 


In view of the general inadvisability of using different 


packing and different methods of packing as in the case of the present 


Shipment, we may perhaps be permitted to Suggest that only new kegs 
be used and that the seals be placed in such a way on the kegs that 


they will not readily break or come off entirely as in this instance.

I refer to the Bureau's Cable No. 19, of November 6, directing me to make 
an inspection of the shipment of 1,200,000 silver Two-Zloty pieces made at the 
United States Mint in Philadelphia for the Folish Government . Permission to 
begin the inspection was obtained from the Polish Government on November 17. | 

Obviously it would be impossible within a reasonable time for me to in- 
spect all the coins. The Polish Mint has no mechanical facilities for making 

such an inspection and each piece has to be handled in order to see both sides. 


I therefore arranged to inspect carefully ten thousand coins taken from dif- 


ferent parts of the shipment in such @ way as to provide as fair a representa- 


: tion as possible of the entire Lote The coins were yacked in sacks of 1000 
coins each and the sacks in turn were packed in casks of fifteen sacks. 
The Philadelphia Mint seals on five casks were broken and the casks opened 
in my presences Two sacks were taken rege each cask and seals on the sana were

broken by me. This provided 10,000 coins for inspection, which, in my opinion, 


fairly represented the entire shipment. 
: ; I was assisted in the inspection by Assistant Trade Commissioner James F.

‘that nearly all of those which I passed could be put in circulation. However, 
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Of the 10,000 coins inspected 2,909, or more than 29% were found unfit for 


circulation. If, as there is good reason to believe, the method of selecting the 


coins provided a fair representation of the entire shipment, it is fair to say that 
29% of the 1,200,000 coins are unfit for circulation. Of this 29%, almost all, 27% 
in fact, are defective because of improper minting. Ondy 25, or coins scratched in 
transit, are not the fault of the Philadelphia Mint. \ 

Before beginning the inspect ion, I requested and received from the Polish 
Mint a statement of its final complaints about the coins. A copy of this state- My 
ment is attached. It says that about 40% of the shipment of 1,200,000 coins are ee 
unfit for circulation according to its standards. The standards of the Polish | 


Mint are high. Its inspection is rigide It has to bee The Polish people have 


suffered from depreciated and bad money so long that the first silver coins were 
awaited by the public in a critical mood. Consequently, the Polish llint passed 
only coins which were unscratched and unstained and otherwise flawless. Doubt- 
ful coins were inspected with a glass. On the other hand, I am not an expert in 
such matters. My inspection could only be that of a lay-man. I passed all save 


those coins which had defects immediately visible to the naked eye. I believe 


in my opinion, the Folish Mint would, without being unreasonably severe, have 


sufficient grounds for rejecting coins up to 35% of the shipment. By insisting 


upon a rigidly high standard it could with justice reject up to 40%, as stated 


in its letter. . 
In the above table, the defects are dividea into the general categories of | 

Major Defects and Minor Defects. Further details concerning these defects follow: 

MAJOR DEFECTS: Defects Inherent in the Body of the Coins Due to Improper Minting. 


1. Gouges and Nicks: 


These are gouges and nicks on the surface or in the edses of the coins visible | 
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to the naked eye.. They are illustrated by the coins in Exhibit One on the card 


attached. They vary in size and depth from that on Coin No. 1 to that on Coin 


No. 81. | |

These are instances where the surface of the coin peels when rubbed with the (I

finger. In most cases what apvears to be a slight scratch on the surface results 


in the peeling of a strip of silver when the finger nail is run over it. This | 
class of defect is often surprisingly obvious at first sight, and it also often develops | 


after the coin has been subject to slight use. Coins which have been put into 


circulation as good are returned to the Polish Mint almost daily as a result of 


the development of this class of defect. The coins in Exhibit Two on the card 


attached illustrate this defect. These coins are as they came from the sack. 


The defects range all the way from the kind on Coin No. 1 to that on Coin No. 5. 


3.e cratches: 


These are scratches and surface flaws which could only have occurred in the 


process of minting. The different varieties of this class of defect are illustrat- 


ed by the coins in Exhibit Three on the card attached. 


4. Faulty Rines 


Those are coins which give a dull sound when ruys on marble. I am informed 


on good authority that it is due to external or internal flaws in the coin. A 
considerable number of the coins put into circulation have been returned to the 
Polish Mint by the public on this charge. The different decrees of faulty ring 
are illustrated by the coins in Exhibit Four on the card attached, Coin No. 1s 
being very bad and Coin No. 4 being almost acceptable. 


MINOR DEFECTS: Defects of Purely Surface Character or Defects not due to Improper 


Minting. 
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l. Transit Scratches: 


These are slight scratches on the surface of the coin which in my opinion could 
possibly have occurred in transit due to the loose coins in sacks rubbing aginst 
each other. The various kinds of scratches are illustrated by the coins in Exhibit 
Five. 

2. Stains: 

These are stains of various colors and sizes, ineradicable with the fingers. 
They are illustrated by the coins in Exhibit Six. 

In selecting coins to be used as illustrations, an effort has been made to avoid 
coins showing extreme cases of the various defects; I tried to select coins showing 
typcial defects. 

It will be noted that by far the large majority of the defects are composed 


of stains; more than 21% out of a total of 29%, in fact. I have classed these 
stains as a Minor Defect in that they are not inherent in the body of the coin 
but are purely surface in character. On the other hand, they might be classed 
as a Major Defect in that they spoil the appearance of the coin, rendering it un- 
fit for circulation, and mst have been caused in the Mint. The sacks within 
the casks were unstained, hence the stains on the mins covld not have been 
caused by liquid spilled over them in transit. I am informed by a non-Polish expert 
that an attempt to clean such coins woud require considerable time, labor and 
expense, and would not be satisfactory. 

The Polish Mint is not pressing the complaint &bout the eagle on the coin 
being "upside down", as it realizes that this is due to a misunderstanding on the 
part of the Polish Legation in Washinston. It is not pressing the complaint of the 


coins not being legible or clean-cut enough, as it realizes that this is due to the 


dies for which it was itself responsiblee 
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It is not pushing the complaint of fragility in the sense that the coins are sup- 
posed to crack or break; by fragility, the Mint means tne tendency of the surface 
metal of many coins to "peel" as described abovee The Polish Mint is not making 
& complaint about the weight of the coins. 

®he attitude of the Polish Mint has, in my oninion, been very fair and tem- 


perate, and the Director, Mr. Aleksandrowica, has done everything in his power 

to protect the name of the Philadelphia Mint from the loose talk and wild charges 
on the part of the public and the press which have arisen out of this affair. 
Among those who know here, the name and reputat ion of the Philadelphia Mint 


stands very high. They are, however, completely at loss to understand how these 


faulty coins could have got outside its doors. 
The Polish Mint has not completed its inspection of this first shipment of 


1,200,000 coins. It still has two or three hundred thousand to inspect. Of those 


inspected to date, 636,000 have been passed as fit for circulation. To date about 


400,000 of the coins made by the Philadelphia Mint are being withheld as defective 


and unfit for circulation.

SIDE - LIGHTS ON THE INSPECTION OF POLISH 
TWO-ZLOTY SILVER COINS MADE IN THE 
PHILADELPHIA MINT. 


Prepared by Leighton W. Rogers, Acting Commercial Attache. 


This matter was first reported to the Bureau in my Cable No. 25 of October 
lst, 1924. Preliminary investigations no doubt took up considerable time and 


it was not until Nov. 8th , upon receipt of your cable No. 19 that I was direct- 
ed to make an inspection of the coins. Naturally I could not have made an 
inspection without either the authority of the Philadelphia Mint or the Bureau's 


authority. I have had to watch my step at every turn here in this matter be- 


cause it has been brought into Folish politics, and because it involved another 
> 


American government department. 

After the receipt of your authorization, it required almost another week 
for the Polish Mint to make arrangements for the inspection. 

We were permitted to begin on November 17th. The inspection has required 
10 working days. 

The inspection of 10,000 coins in 10 working days may seem to be slow 
work on our part, but, as a matter of fact, only about two hours each morning 
could be spent at the Polish Mint, which is an outlying suburb of the city. 
Our presence was required the rest of the day in the office on other duties. 
To make a careful inspection of 1,000 coins took Mr. Hodgson and myself on 
the averace of two hovrse The Polish Mint has no mechanical facilities for 


assisting such an insyection. As a result, it is an eye-wearying job as 


each piece has to be taken in hand and each side examined. 
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The facts set forth in my Special Report No. 33 speak for themselves

There is no need for further elaborations I mst add, however, that when

inescapable. Even if there were no coins in the shipment with the defects 
listed in my report, it would not be a creditable job for the Philadelphia 


Mint to send out. True, the Poles supplied the dies, but the Philadelphia 


Mint experts were not bound to use them. They must nave known that the coins 


were not good looking coins. It is obvious to tne lay-man that the girl's 


head is not cut deep enough. Despite the fact that the Polish Legation approved 


of the first coins minted, it seems to me that if the Mint experts valued 
their reputation highly they should have refused to go ahead with the dies. 
On the ground that they did not care to have such coins 2o out as made by 
the Philadelphia Mint. The Polish Government was engaging experts to mie 
the coins, and experts must either sused their reputations or soon cease to 
be experts. As a matter of fact, after seeing for mysélf the number of 


defective coins, I cannot understand how these coins got outside the Mint. 


I am completely at a loss to understand the Mint's statement couveyed to 

me by the Bureau in the Bureau's cable No. 15 to the effect that "Coins ft 
Mint in good condition. Disclaims further responsibility." I am almost 
certain that these coins were not inspected before leaving the Philadelphia 
WMint. Until this matter is cleared up, I don't seé how the Mint's statements 
can be taken very seriously. 


It is particularly unfortunate that this should have happened at this 


time. he Poles are in a critical mood. For over five years up to January 


1924, they had suffered from the evils of depreciated paper money, with metal 
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Y non-existant. Consequently, they are suspicious of money and inclined to

basis of evidence at present available, they have ample erounds for complaint. 

The matter havine been dragged out so long, we have lost our chance tO 
grab vhat glory there may have bean in being the first to come forward with 
an offer to make good the defectivd work. The British have beaten us to it. 
last week, Colonel Johnson, faster of the Royal Mint in London, arrived in 
Warsaw. Ue took one look at the coins made in Birmingham for the inspection 
of which the British Mint had made itself responsible, and imnediately 
canceled the contract, arranged with the Polish Mint to melt down the few 
British-made coins vhich were withheld from cireulation, and ordered those 


coins already made but being held in Mngland, to be sent at the Mint’s expense 


to the Royal Mint to be melted down and reminted with the new dies to be made.

From our Weekly Report for the preceding week it will be recalled that the 
first shipment of 1,200,000 two-zloty silver coins made for the Polish Breasury 
by the Philadelphia Mint from silver supplied by the American Smelting and 
Refining Company, who act as agents for the Polish Government, had arrived in 
Warsaw and had been found unsatisfactory by the Director of the Polish Mint. 

It will also be recalled that this gentleman requested this office to transmit 
certain statements with regard to the coins to the Department to see if some- 
thing could be done by way of rectification of the damage and error. [ sent my 
Cable No. 25 in which [I transmitted the following statements made by the Director 
of the Mint: 


1. ‘The eagle on the obverse side of the coins is upside down. 

2. A minimum of 40% of the coins arrived badly mutilated. 

3. These coins compare badly with similar coins minted in 
France and England and as the mtter now stands Amorican 
prestige is involved. 


I added in the cable that the Director of the Mint did not wish to make 
the matter a cause for diplomatic representation and that he had asked our advice 


about making payment, JI stated that we had advised making the payment and assured 


him that an investigation would be requested, 


I want on to suggest that investigation be made particularly of the re- 
sponsibility for final inspection and acceptance of the coins. i 


On October 25 we received your No. 14, as follows: 


"Legation negotiating with Mint Director now in Philadelphia 
conferring with American Smelting and Refining Co., which is 
responsible for damage after leaving mint. Tagle upside down

The young lady was quick to see the possible reaction upon herself should 
this cable be made public in the United States and requested that I hold it until 
she could send a correction of her story.

I then added a sentence as follows to my cable: "Result my protest corres- 
pondent has cabled correction as above", and sent it. 


I then talked with the Director of the Polish Mint and informed him of 
the gist of the matter conveyed in your cables quoted above, namely that, 
any delay in the delivery of the coins was due to the delay in the arrival of 
the dies supplied by the Polish Government; that Mint claims that the coins 
left the mint in good condition; and that it disclaims further responsibility; 
also that the eagle being upside down was customary in America, France and 
numerous other countries. JI also informed the Director of the Mint that in 
view of the fact that the Polish Legation in Washington was active in the 
matter, neither this office nor the Department in Washington could take an 
active part in the investigation. Also, that in view of the fact that the 
Foreign Office had seen fit to permit the matter to be made public, which 
was in direct contradiction of the agreement which he had made with me to the 
effect that the matter should be kept unofficial and @onfidential until an 
investigation has been made, I could not under the circumstances continue to 
take an active part in the matter, I would be pleased, however, to continue 
to transmit authoritative information received from him and destined for 
Washington,

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The Director of the Mint was very much disturbed at the action of the 
Foreign Office in permitting this story to go out and was almost in tears at 
the apparent violation of the agreement with this office. He has acted very 
fairly all along in this matter. He stated that he personally had wanted ghe 
American coins to be the best of all that were being made. Moreover, he felt 
dure that coins made by the American mint would excell in workmanship those made 
in England and France and here in Warsaw. When the coins finally arrived and not 
only did not compare in workmanship but were made incorrectly with the eagle up- 
side down, he found it impossible to express his disappointment. He admitted that 
| the Mint was not responsible for the dies and that it was not responsible for the 
| failure of the official in the Polish Legation to detect the fact that the eagle 
: was upside down when the sample coins were sent to Washington for approval. He 
pointed out that the coins made in Hngland, France and Warsaw of similar de- 
nomination and design had the eagle according to specifications and that therefore, 
it was doubtful whether the American coin with the eagle upside down could be placed 
in circulation at the same time with these others. To do so would certainly expose 
| them to widespread criticism. It was this which had prompted him to hope that some 
| arrangement might be made for rectifying the error, As the matter stands now he 
states that the coins will either have to be meited down and reminted here at 
considerable expense to the Polish Government or else held in reserve in the 


Treasury as silver bullion reserve. 


| From what I have heard from both sides to date in this matter there seems to 
be confusion over the relative importance of dEgality and fact. If a member of the 
Polish Legation approved of the sample coins and was definitely appointed to give 
his final approval, then legally the U. S. Mint is out of the affair. As a matter 
of fact, however, the Mint continues to be very much in it. It is, I believe, a 
mistake in these matters to allow them to become too complicated, to get all tied 
up in legal points, quotations from contracts, etc. The dig fact is that the coins 
were made by the U. §. Mint and by this time everybody in Poland knows it; also that 
the coins are made incorrectly and that many of them arrived in damaged condition. 


All other details aside, the man in the street in Poland can say with jus- 
tification, "® he coins made in America, by the American Mint, are a bad job, 
they are no where near as good as the coins made in England and France or even 
those made right here in Warsaw’, hus no matter where the legal responsibility 
in feet rests, either with the Polish Legation in Washington or with the Amer= 
ican Smelting and Refining Company, the responsibility in fact rests with the 
U. S. Mint which made the coins. Unless the coins are changed and made right, 
no amount of finely drawn explanations will change this impression in the public 
mind in Poland, There is no use dodging the issue. The coins will either have 
to be made right or the American Mint will have a bad reputation in Polandwhich 
will Bbradually spread to surrounding countries and American prestige for good 
workmanship in general will have received a damaging blow. 


That's the way the matter looks to me now on the information that has come 
to hand to date, What I don't understand yet is how so many of the coins have 
arrived in as badly a damaged condition as the Director of the Mint says they are 
in. I personally feel that the American Smelting and Refining Co. or whoever is 
in charge of this matter should see that an impartial inspection of the coins

Mr, Hipolit Gliwice, Counselor of the Polish 
Legation at Washington, and Mr, F. de St. Phalle, Secre- 
tary of the American Polish Chamber of Commerce, and « — 
also Mr. J. C. Emison of the American Smelting & Refining 
Co., Visited the mint this morning for the purpose of 
making an inspection of the 2 zlote pieces still remain- 
ing in the mint. They were afforded every opportunity 
to inspect these coins, as well as taken through the 
entire coining department and shown the various processes 
through which they pass from the make-up room to the count- 
ing of the coin. 


These gentlemen inspected the coin now finished, but 
not yet delivered by the Coiner, and also opened one of the 
kegs stored in the basement and ready for shipment. They 
untied one of the bags of 1000 pieces, and went over them 
guite carefully. The only criticism of the coin made- was 
a spot on each of two coins, which the Superintendent of the 
Coining Department explained were what is known as water 
spots, Which would disappear after a very few days use. He 
also explained that these spots, while not frequent, do oc- 
cur in all coinage and are due to a failure to dry perfectly 
after going through the drying machine, 


Mr, Gliwic explained that the Polish Government waived 
any objection to the coin because they were not made "en

It is true that the eagle is placed on the coins in the 
geme position that it is pleced on United States coins, a position 
which 1s elso followed by France and many other netions. This 
position on the coin is not like that adopted by Poland, Great 
Britein end some other nations, which place the eagle so thet 3 if 
the coin is turned over as are the pages of @ book, the head on 
one side of the coin end the eagle on the other are in the same 
position. If a United States coin is turned over in the same Way's 
the position of the eagle is reversed from thet of the heed on the 
eoin. Meny nations follow both methods, as Spain and some of the 
German States. 


We ere informed by the Philadelphia Mint officiols that the 
first coins minted were submitted to the Polish Legetion et Veshing= 
ton, for spproval, and this position of the eagle, if it wes of im- 
portance, was not pointed out.

MEMORANDUM OF AGREEMENT between the REPUBLIC OF 


POLAND (hereinafter called the "Government") by its | 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary, Dr. 

Ladislas Wroblewski, and AMERICAN SMELTING AND REFIN- 

ING COMPANY (hereinafter called the "Company"), by its

The Government agrees to buy and the Company agrees 
to sell the metals hereinafter specified, on the terms 
and conditions hereinafter stated. 

Kind and Quantities of Metals. 

The metals are silver and copper. Hach metal shall 
be of the quality and fineness specified by the United 
States Mint. The quantity of each metal shall be the 
weight of each required for the coinage of 24,000,000 
Zlotys as fixed and specified by the said Mint. A Zloty 
is an official silver coin of the surernnent 750 fine 
alloyed with copper, of an average prescribed weight of 
77016 grains. At the option of the Government the 
quantities of metals may be increased up to an amount 
ten per cent in excess of the quantities specified for

The metals bought and sold hereunder are to be 
coined into Zlotys by the United States Mint pursuant 
to arrangements which are to be made and concluded be- 
tween the Government of Poland and the Government of 
the United States or their respective representatives.

In line with your suggestion I had a talk with Mr. Grant 
but found that he did not feel very favorably inclined toward our 
proposal to deliver the silver in San Francisco instead in Philadelphia. 
I hope that conditions will change and that this course may be followed 
with at least a portion of the silver. 


Today we entered into another contract with the Polish 
Government for an additional amount of silver,- the same quantity as 
the previous sale. No doubt you were fully informed regarding this, 
but I would appreciate it if you will let us have a word to the 
effect that you will be prepared to handle the coinage, ete. exactly 
as in the former case. The contract is to be finally signed at three 
o'clock Monday, July 14, so if by any chance there should be any hitch 
in connection with the Mint's arrangement, I would appreciate your 
telephoning me before that time. 


Mir. Grant and I had a talk regarding the copper to be used 

in this coinage, and he asked that it be supplied in cathode form, cut 
into blocks of certain sizes. He was under the impression that we 

had supplied some similar copper very recently, but cursory examination 
of our contracts does not bear out this impression. Will you therefore 
please let us know just what Shapes and sizes you desire. If you can 
do so without any breach of confidence, it would be a help if you 

could let us know which refinery supplied the last copper to which 

Mr. Grant referred, as it is probable we would arrange with that re- 
finery to supply the necessary copper for this business in the same 
identical sizes, and we could deliver them other copper on some ex- 
change basis. I understand from iir. Grant that there is no necessity 
for packing the copper in boxes or barrels as was done in the last 
shipment.

Zloty about which Mr. Earl of the American Smelt- 
ing and Refining Compgny conferred with you several 
days ago: 

Based upon a coin of 750 fine, would the 
alloy be entirely copper, or would it be a combinae- 
tion of copper with some other metal like nickel, On 
a coin of 750 fine there would be 250 parts of copper 
or copper alloy required, and ie are trying to esti- 
mate the approximate cost of the entire amount of 
alloy required for 3,000,900 ounces. If copper alone 
is used, I assume it would require 1,000,000 troy ounces 
of copper, but if there is any other metal than copper 
to be used in an alloy with silver 750 fine, I would 
appreciate it if you will let me know approximately 
the weight of copper or other metals used, 

Can you give me an approximate idea of the 


cost of containers for 24,000,000 zlotys 750 fine; ale 


so based upon coinage charge of %3,50 per thousand pieces, 
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would this charge be the same per thousand pieces when 
coined in one zloty, two zloty, three zloty, or five 
zloty pieces, 2lso would the charge per thousand pieces 
be. the same for small coins of half zloty resembling our 
10¢ piece? We are not quite clear whether the $3.50 per 
thousand pieces is for pieces of one demonination, oF 
whether it would be the same for a thousand pieces of 
each of the denominations given abovee
